LONDON, July 1.—The Prince of 
Wales today had a long interview with 
the Queen, who summoned him for the 
purpose of discussing and settling a 
number of perplexing questions of 
court etiquette and precedence on ac- 
count of the approaching visit of the 
Emperor of Germany. Court and mil- 
itary society and nearly all other cir- 
cles are more or less stirred up by the 
Emperor’s coming, and thousands will 

,not breathe freely until Germany’s 
Emperor bagleft. German detectives, 
British detectives, and police of all 
kinds are already attending to their 
business, for the fact that there are 
hotheaded emperor-bating Germans 
and Frenchmen in Great Britain is not 
lost sight of by the authorities. 


FROM JAPAN. 


The Czarevitch Episode—A World’s 
Fair Anpropriation. 

NEw York, July 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|} A Yokohama corre- 
spondent states that there has been a 
change in the Japanese cabinet result- 
ing, s0 native papers say, from the in- 
cident at Otsu when the Czareyitch 
was attacked. The Minister of For- 
eign affairs, Viscount Oaki, has been 
succeeded by Viscount Enomolo. 
Count Taigo, Minister of Home Af- 
fairs, has been succeeded by Viscount 
Shinagawa. Youbikawa, Minister for 
Education, has been succeeded by 
Viscount ‘Tanaka. 

For several days the charges have 
been wrapped in mystery, but the 
native papers are now publishing the 
reason. It is said that as a4matter of 
courtesy the Russian prince wired from 
China asking permission to take his 
fleet around the island of Vogoserma. 
Asa matter of fact no such permission 
was needed, that the request was made 
through a Russian ministerto avoid 
giving offense. The Japanese refused 
permission for any but the Prince’s own 
vessel to visit Kagashima whereupon 
the Russian minister informed the 
authorities that other vessels would 
accompany the flag ship and for them 
to stop the fleet at their peril. 

The Japan display’ at the World’s 
Fair is assured by an appropriation of 
$500,000 on the 6th ult., by an imperial 

ordinance. A special exposition bu- 
reau was created, consisting of one 
chief, two assistant chiefs, several 
councilors, five managers and several 
secretaries, all men of rank.

WILEY MANAGER BRICE. 


His Planof Campaign Outlined for 
the Democracy. 

New York, July 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Brice, chair- 
man of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee, has written a letter of warning 
and advice to his fellow members of 
the National Committee... The letter 
embodies advice in regard to the asso- 
ciation of Democratic clubs, and the 
necessity of the National Committee 
codperating with them. 

Tbe Senator begins with the state- 
ment that the Presidential contest is 
near at hand, and that the Republi- 
cans are rapidly preparing for it, and 
that the Democrats cannot be too cir- 
cumspect or too swift in arranging to 
meet them. The plan of campaign, he 
says, is a collossal system of clubs to 
be maintained ana supported by un- 
limited means drawn from the pockets 
of beneficiaries of the monopoly policy. 
This system, he urges, can only be 
met by an equally extensive system of 
Democratic clubs—that is, associations 
of people in their several neighbor- 
hoods tor defense of their rights and 
interests against those banded to 
assail them. 

Brice thinks the approaching struggle 
is to bé one mainly between the clubs, 


and it is greatly to be desired that a/ were: Total, $3,941,225—a d 


uniform and perfected system of Dem- 
ocratic societies, thoroughly organized 
and in intimate association with each 
other, shall be established before the 
beginning of next year. He says he 
has examined the plan of organization 
now in process of successful accom- 
plishment by the National Association 
of Democratic Clubs, and he feels it 
the duty of every member of the 
National Executive Committee to give. 
the club association his most hearty 
support, and he urges each member of 
the National Committee to éodperate 
with the association to the fullest 
extent. 

The work undertaken by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the clubs is abso- 
lutely necessary tobedone. In Brice’s 
opinion, and in his letter he states that 
the opportunity is now presented of 
having it accomplished by efficient 
means at a minimum cost and distri- 
buted over 80 many localities as not to 
be a burden to any one of*the members 
of the committee. Brice concludes his 
letter as follows: 

An important feature of the plan is the 
selection of correspondents in the several 
States. This pow requires urgent attention 
in your State. Ll would therefore ask you 
to confer with the chairman of your State 
Committee as soon aS may be convenient 
and arrange this particular part of the plan. 
Also that you will do all in your power to 
facilitate the organization in other’ ways 
that you may think best.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


The Councll Yesterday Delivered its 
Uitimatum to the ¢ choo! Board. 
In the matter of teachers’ salaries, the 

following communication was yesterday 

sentto the Board of Education by the 

Council, signed by every member except 

Mr. Summerland: 


Los ANGELES, July 1, 1891. 

To the honorable the school bourd of the 
city—GENTLEMEN: The City Council is 
making an honest effort to relieve the peo- 
pie of excessive taxation, and to this end 
are forcing retrenchment througbout va- 
rious departments over which they have any 
control. We earnestly trust that your 
board realizes the urgent necessity for this, 
and will lend a hearty co-operation in its 
consummation. 

We have discussed the question. of 
teachers’ salaries informally with mem- 
bers of your board, and at your 
suggestion, recently sent you a list 
of what we thought should id 
teachers during the next ensuing schoo! 
year. We learn, much to our regret, that a 
list of salaries was adopted by your board 
which bad previously been prepared by a 
committee of yourown body, and that our 
communication was not even considered by 


you. 

In view of the urgent need of retrench- 
ment, we believe it would bea great injus- 
tice to other empl.yés ot the city. whose 
salaries bave recently been cut down, as 
well «6 to the tax-paying public, not to re- 
duce teachers’ salaries as suggested in our 
list under date of June 29, 1891. 

The list suggested provides for the full 


‘corps of teachers in. ccordance with your 


list, notwithstanding it is reported other- 


ise. 

If it be a fact that your board is laboring 
under the impression that the money re- 
ceived from the State and county taxes 
must be spent for salaries alone, we desire 
to inform you that the City Attorney says 
this is not the law. 

Our suggestions only relate to-salaries of 
teachers, and believing that you will agree 
with us that the reduction will not impair 
the efficiency of our schools, we desire to 
notify you in advance of your ongngine any 
teachers thatthe sum named will be the 
amount aliowed for teachers’ salaries when 
your estimates come before the Council for 
official action.

WATER STILL RISING. 


The Situation at Salton Be- 
coming Serious. 


NEARING THE RAILROAD TRACK 


AVE: 


The Indians Badly Frightened and 
Leaving the Valley for the Hilis 
—Cause of the Flood— 
Latest Details, 


Until yesterday the Southern Pacific 
peopie, who will be the greatest sufferers if 
the desert lake, at Saiton, proves to be per- 
manent, did not pay much attention to the 
rising water. It is true they sent out an Ln- 
dian runuer to skirt the lake and locate the 
source of the bupply, and also sent a boat 
and a cuuple of sailors from San Pedro, but 
they did oot take any particular interest in 
the matter until yesterday, when the gen- 
eral officers took the matter up, and now 
seem determined to make a thorough inves- 
tigation, if such athing is possible. One 
great drawback is the fact that it 
is almost impossible for a white 
man to live on the desert at this 
season of the year. Had the flood, or 
whatever it is, come in the spring, fall o. 
winter there would be but little dange:, 
but as at the present season of the year the 
mercury rushes up to from 130° to 140° 
during the day, and only drops a few de- 
grees during the night, it is all a man’s life 
is worth to attempt a thorough investiga- 
tion. 

In conversation with Superintendent 
Muir of the Southern racific, who is well 
acquainted with the desert, he stated that 
itis almost imvossible to get a white man 
who knows anything about the desert in 
the summer to go out op ap exploring expe- 
dition, 

‘That the water comes from the Color do 
River, which it leaves at a point near Pilot 
Knob, as first stated in Tue there 
is but little doubt. In answer to a dispatch 
of inquiry yesterday, Superintendent Muir 
received the following yesterday morning 
from H. Blaisdell, superintendent of 
mines at Ogilby, eighteen miles this side 
of Yuma: 

‘La regard to the water that is flowing in 
toward Salton, I will state that a very large 
stream has been flowing into the deser 
from the Colorado River at a point som 
fifteen or twenty miles below Piiot Knub, 
ever since the great overflow in February. 
We have been wondering where it was 
going to. Il cannot state that it is running 
today, but was a week ago. A good way to 
get at the extent ofthe overflow will be to 
communicate with Hall Haniou, who has a 
telephone connection with Oxilby via our 
send a man to his place from El 
10. 

Another dispatch was received later in 
the day saying that the San }’edro boat had 
again been sent out. There was a stiff 
breeze blowing and the sailors were driven 
ubout five miles out of their course. Ata 
point fifteen miles from Saiton they found 
acurrent running at ihe rate of four anda 
half miies per hour, but the water was only 
fourteen inches deep. ‘The deepest water 
was found at a point three miles southeast 
‘of Salton where it is twenty-one inches 
deep. At this Brae it was only eight 
inches deep the day before aud the boat had 
to return. 

The sailors were compelled to come in 
soon after the sun rose as the heat became 
‘unbearable, but they started out again last 
night, although it is doubtful if they will be 
able to discover anything of interest as the 
w.ter is so shallow that itis pot possible for 
them to get mure than a few miles from 
Salton. .When they first went out they 
feund the water quite salty, but on yester- 
day they found it 17 percent, fresher, which 
is another indication thatitis from the Col- 
orado River aud not from the se1. 

Superintendent Muir is of the opinion 
that the only way to solve the mystery as to 
where the water comes from is to take a 
boat and acoupie of Indiavs at Yuma and 
travel slowly down the river, makinga 
careful examination..of the desert bank. 


‘jrEhe is of the opinion that it will be found 


that the water escapes at New River. The 
channel of this river has gradually been 
deepening for séveral years, aud it is pos- 
sible that a large portion of the water from 
the Colorado River is making its way 
through New River. 

The following telegram was received at 
Southern Pacific headquarters - yesterday 
morning from their ageut at Salton: 

“A streng wind last night from the 
southeast raised the water on the north 
shore. The west waterline is moving west- 
ward slowly. I cannot reach the end of 
the track, and I fear the track will go with 
the next strong wind. The water is surely 
but slowly rising. The saturation is 16 per 
cent. fresher than yesterday.” 

TRAVELING NORTH. 

The San Pedro sailors, who were sent to 
Salton a few days ago with a boat to ex- 
plore the new lake, came up on train No. 
20 last night at 10 o’clock. They left their 
boat down there for auy one, who wishes 
to goon a trip, to use. They are free to 
admit th tthey did not hurt themselves in 
trying to find the source of eupply, but ex- 
cuse themselves by saying that the road- 
master who accompanied them was afraid 
to go far enough to learn anything. He 
was frightened aimost to death ail the 
while they were out, as he believed the 
wind weuld go down oer the water would 
disappear and leave them stuck in the mud. 
The sailors were not afraid of this, how- 
ever, for they knew that the soil is alight 
sand and will dry as soon as the water 
leaves it. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the wind 
went down and they had to paddle back to 
Salton, a distance of ten wiles, with the 
thermometor at 145°, 

Since 3o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
water hastraveled four an one-half miles 
north and is still rising. Last night the 
branch road to Salton was fluating and a 
gang of Men was sent down to remove the 
ties and rails. 

Early this morning a couple of men who 


are used desert life will be 
sent out from Ogilby to oircuit the 
southern limits of tte lak by -the 


Southern Pacific Company. They will 
follow the trail of the Indian runner, who 
was sent out a couple of days agoand has 
not been heard from. it isa dangerous 
undertaking, and it is doubtful if they will 
return, but it is believed that they can. 
reach the Colorado River at a point below 
New River in twoorthree days. If they 
are successful they will probably be able to 
tell just where the water leaves the Uolo- 
rado River. The Colorado was rising rap- 
idly yesterday, andis higher than it has 
been since the big flood in February. 
WHAT OLD-TIMERS SAY, 
The old-timers say that the “desert lake’’ 
is not a new thing, but that several times 
in the past twenty-five or thirty years the 
same phenomenon has occurred, although 
the water never Came up as far as the pres- 
ent flood. Maj. Horace Bell, in his bvok, 
*Reminiscences of a Ranger,” devotes a 
chapter to the “‘Widney Swa.” Dr. J.P.

200 years to fill the basin, and a stream as 
large as the Colorado River at ordinary 
stage to compensate for evaporation at the 
rate of eighteen inches a year. Some years 
ago the remains of a boat were found 
pirtially embedded in the sand on the 
desert, which gave rise to much speculation 
watil it Was discovered to bea craft built

THE WATER STILL RISING. 


Latest News from Saiton—The Sit- 
uation Becoming Serious. 

BANNING, July 1.—f[Special.] There no 
longer remains any question of an immense 
body of water on the Colorado Desert in 
the vicinity of Salton, and the situation is 
romarkable, if not serious. It is pretty 
well conceded now thatthe water comes 
from the Colorado River indirectly, but 
from Liardy’s new river directly. ‘ Tuesda 
afternoon at5 o’clook a boat with J. 
Mulvibit! and -crew put outfrom Salton 
sailing in a southeasterly direction, but 
got drifted out of its course and struck 
about Wallers, eleven miles tothe west. 
lt got back to the salt works at 10 


m, started out again at 
2 a, m., Wednesday, with a _ fair 
wind, and sailed to point. fif- 


teen miles southeast of Salton, there they 
struck a current about half a mile wide run- 
ning like a mill race from southeast toward 
Salton. The current was only fourteen 
inches deep, the shallowness owing tu 
swiftness of current. ‘The water was very 
cle.r and not nearly so salt as that near 
the rajlroad, The boat returned to Salton 
at noon, having sailed about forty miles, 

Mulvihill felt assured that water comes 
from the Colorado River, and dispatches 
received from Co!. J. H. Biaisdell, superin- 
tendent of theCargo Muchacho mines, seems 
to corroborate this, He says that last Feb- 
ruary the Colorado River overflowed, filled 
Hardy’s new riyer, and many basins, and 
that water has been running over the banks 
ever since. Owing to the sand and evapo- 
ration it has taken this long to reach Sal- 
ton. Hie has always wondered where tho 
water was going to, and this explains it. 
The flood willlastas long as the Colorado 
River is at its present height, twenty-seven 
feet. New River is full and water is run- 
ning over the banks. If the banks give 
way avolumeof water twenty feethigh and 
miles long will bre k forth and take every- 
thing before it. Muivibill has sent men from 
Volcano Springs to a point ten miles south 
on the desert. If the water is running in a 
current there, there is no longer any doubt 
ot the Colorado bursting its banks, Indian 
runners sent to that same point from Yuma 
have not returned. Mulvinill is doing all 
the work at Salton with the idea that the 
lake is going tofillup. He has taken out 
the salt-works spur and is fluating it 
to the main line. The water is now within 
2000 feet of the main track. 1n came in 200 
feet in two hourstoday. If it continues to 
come inasit has been doing it will w sh 
out the Southern Pacific track ip three 
days, The deepest water found was three 
feet and the shallowest in the current four- 
teen inches.

THESE are brave, true words ut- 
tered by William McKinley of the 
Republican party; words which cannot 
truthfully be asserted of any other 
party: “We do not invoke our past 
record as our only warrant for the con- 
fidence of the people; although we 
turn to it with pride and satisfaction. 
Thereis not a page of it we would 
obliterate it we could, nor is therea 
line which any lover of freedom or 
mankind would strike from its glorious 
pages. 


A SPECIAL report of the Treasury 
Department deals with the subject of 
immigration into the United States 
from 1820 to 1890. Arrivals of immi- 
grants from 1820 to 1890 have reached 
the large number of 15,641,688. The 
proportion of arrivals from Europe in- 
creased from 68.69 per cent. of the 
whole immigration in the time from 
1821 to 1830 to 91.67 per cent. im the 
last decade from 1°81 to 1890. Ger- 
many and Ireland are the countries 
sending the greatest number of emi- 
grants. The only -leading countries 
from which the arrivais have fallen off 
during the past ten years are France 
and China. 


Tue Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany takes exception at some remarks 


‘in a recent article anent the water 


question in Los Angeles and calls at- 
tention to the fact that eleven streams 
were thrown at the recent fire at Hill 
and. Seventh streets. The article in 
question was written with special ref- 
erence to another system. The City 
Water Company has made great im- 
provements of late years and its sys- 
tem has been highiy spoken of by sev- 
eraleminent engineers who have ex- 
aminedit. Still, we maintain that all 
cities should own their water systems. 
As to the Citizens’ Company, it main- 
tains that there would be ample water 
for all its customers if they would use 
the water With reasonable care and 
not waste it. We have received a 
number of communications on the hill 
water question during the past few 
days, many of them couched in any- 


- thing but temperate language, and few 


of them containing practical sugges- 
tions. . 


CONSIDERABLE surprise is felt in 
eastern financial circles at the con- 
tinued exports of gold, though they are 
ou areduced scale. Jt is inconceiva- 
ble, says Henry Clews, that, after the 
extraordinary amount of cash liquida- 
tions this country bas lately made, 
there can be still dutstanding against 
us an adverse foreign balance. We 
must therefore regard the continued 
shipments as due entirely to special 
causes. The principal cause appears 
to be that while there is an abundance 
of exchange being made to meet all 
necessary requirements for remittan- 
ces, yet a considerable portion of the 
bills are unavailabie in consequence 
of the credit of the payers having been 
unfavorably affected by the prevailing 
financial distrust in Great Britain and 
ou the continent. This causes a 
scarcity of negotiable exchange, and 
the result is that we are remitting 
gold at a time when the balance of our 
account with the rest of the world is 
in our favor. While this causes an 
unsettling drain upon sour cash re- 
sources, there is the satisfaction that 


correspondingly augments “the 
, , amount of gold to be returned hither 


ata later stage. 


EUROPEAN TRAVEL, 


Americans are greattravelers. ‘The 
American tourist is found everywhere 
under all suns and in all lands. If we 
were not a great, rich and prosperous 
country, our industrial interests would 


“suffer somewhat from the enormous 


aggregate of wealth which our people 
spend abroad. Every summer, with 
the approach of warm weather, the ex- 
odus begins, and American cash goes 
with it. It is estimated that not less 
than $150,000,000 of American capital 
goes into European pockets during the 
séason of travel every year. Europe 
may purchase our graing and other 
food products, but the money she pays 
us for these necessaries of life is all 
paid back to her by the great army of 
tourists which go out from’ us every 
year to visit her shores. 

Europe will bave to oall upou the 
United Sfates in the next few months 
for large supplies of grain, and this 
will mean good times for our farmers, 
but this does not mean, by any means, 
that we shall get the better of our 
brothers across the seas, because the 
people who go abroad will spend as 
much money as comesinto us in the 
fashionable fad of foreign sight-seeing, 
Going abroad is all well enough for our 
people after they have seen some of 
the sights that are worth seeing in our 
own land. Webhaveall the magnif- 
cence of Alpine scenery here. We 
have as great waterfalis and as pic- 
turesque views as can be found any- 
where in the old world. Europe bas 
no Niagara, no Garden of the Gods, 
no Yosemite. The atmosphere of 
the past lingers about her, and 
the charm of historic story, it is true, 
together with the elegance of art and 
architecture, but how many are there 
among our summer tourists who care 
for these things. Hardly than 
one ina hundred. They go abroad be- 
cause it is the fashionable thing to do. 
Now, if we could only get up a little 
healthy interest among them, in 
things pertaining to our own 
land, and make it the fashionable 
thing to visit our Pacific Slope, we 
should not only keep these millions of 
capital at home to be invested in 
home enterprise and home advance- 
ment, but we could at the same time 
cultivate, with a better knowledge 
of our country and its resources, 
a greater pride in this vastness of em-. 
pire which is our heritage and a larger 
degree of prosperity than we have ever 
known. It ia an object worth attain- 
ing, and educated foreigners who come 
among us often wogder at our blind- 
ness and our failure to grasp the 
grandeur of our possibji)jties. 


AN IMPUDENT PROPOSITION, - 


The second memorial presented by 
Herr Cahensley to the Papal Secretary 
of State, to which we briefly ailuded 
yesterday, is a most remarkable doc- 
ument. Atthe time that an outlive 
of the first memorial was telegraphed 
we criticized the proposed action of 
the papacy severely. In face of this 
second and more violent blast it is 
difficult to find suitable words to de- 
scribe the astonishment and indigna- 
tion which must be felt by every 
patriotic American Catholic as well as 
Protestant upon readingit. The prop- 
osition is nothing less than to create a 
religious imperium in imperio within 
the United States, the subjects of 
which religious autocracy should look 
for guidance in their political and 
social life to a foreign prelate across 
the Atlantic. 

We are told very ingenuously that 
the appointment of a number of Ger- 
man clergymen as bishops in the 
United States would increase the 
power of the German government in 
American affairs. Cuhensley even 
offers to partition this foreign influ- 
ence in America with ltaly, Austria 
and Spain, though Germany would 
keep the lion’s share. The memorial 
kindly informs us that “to want these 
nationalities to forget their languages 
and country in order to Americanize 
themselves is to pursue a work directly 
opposed to the Constitution.”? Our 
public schools naturally come in for 
censure. ‘*Their organization is such 
as to lead to carelessness in church 
duties.”’ ‘The memorial goes on to say 
that “through their emigrants the 
nations are acquiring im the great 
Republic an influence and an impor- 
tance by which they will one day be 
able to make great profit.” From 
passages which crop out here and there 
in the memorial it is clear that a war 


on Irish bishops in America is to be’ 


prosecuted with vigor by these new 
crusaders. 

What do Americans think of this 
impudent proposition to mat:tain 
branches of foreign government in 
this country? Fortunately, we are 
not left in the dark as to what leading 
members of the Catholic Church in 
America think of it. Archbishop 
Ireland recently gave vent to his feel- 


ings of deep indiguation at the propo- | 


sition, and Cardinal Gibbons a few 


days ago made the following reference 
to it: 

We cannot view without astonishment 
and indignation a number of seif-consti- 
tuted and ambitious gentlemen in Europe 
complaining of the alleged inattention 
which is paid to the spiritua! wants of the 
foreign population, and to the means of 
redress which they have thought proper to 
submit to the Holy See. 

A dispatch from Rome, dated June 
29, reads as follows: 


Under instructions from the Holy See an 
exact report of the comment made and the 
impressions produced in the United States 
by the prvject of Herr Cahensiley regarding 
the spiritu.l care of Catholics emigrating to 
America has been drawn up.and is now 
under consideration at the Vatican. The 

ope’s future action will largely depend on 
the impressions created in the report. 

Ifthe Pope gets any thing like an 
exact report upon the comments made 
in this country on Cahensley’s scheme 
—especially since the publication of 
this second memorial—it will not take 


him long to make up bis mind as to 


his future action. Should such a prop- 
osition as this be forced through, the 
Roman Church in the United States 
would stand in imminent danger of a 
rupture with the parent organization, 
such as occurred in England duri 
thereignofHenry VIIl. 
The people of the United 8t 
are growing very tired of the abuses of 
the immigration system in — this 
country. Nothing could be devised 
that would confirm and increase this 
sentiment more than Herr Cahensley’s 
plan for keeping foreign immigrants 
as separate social, political and relig- 
ious bodies, owing allegience to for- 


advantages of this free country, still 
regarding themselves as integral por- 
tions of the government which they 
left behind.

Sewer Ventilation. 

LoS ANGELES, June 30.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THe Times.|—Your paper of 
the 29th contains an article neaded 
“Sewer Fiushing and Sewer Gas” 
showing bow the former may be ac- 
complished and the sewer gas got rid 
of. I will sot discuss the flushing as 
it is admitted by all sanitary engineers 
that the ofteneér seWers are flushed the 
less Sewer gas will generate; nor dol 
contend tbat the flues you speak of are 
not a success, but to use them as the 
Los Angeles sewer system is put in 
now it would require one of those flues 
in each block, as they woyld yentilate 
only from the open manhole tops near- 
est to them. And to put them in every 
block and get rid of the gas by fixing 
the flues would be very costly, though 
effective. 

‘A much better and cheaper way 
would be to have the Couucil pass ao: 
ordinance compelling all property- 
owners connecting with the sewer to 
put a four to six-inch vent-pipe fgom 
the side sewer to above the tops of 
their buildings, allowing no traps in 
sewer-pipe between vent-pipe and 
main sewer, then put on close-fitting 
solid tops on the man-holes, which 
would not allow any sewer-gas_ to 
escape in the street. 

It is a well-known fact that from one 
to two degrees variation in the tem- 
perature of air in connected shafts or 
pipes will cause a circulation. So if a 
series of pipes are connected with the 
sewer a thorough circulation of the air 
will take place. The flow of sewage in 
the main sewer would also help to create 
a circulation, ventilat.nog the sewer 
thoroughly and carrying all sewer gas 
above the tops of the houses where it 
could not be inhaled. It might be 
asked how tho variation of tempera- 
ture is got. If we take the vent pipes 
in a block according to the laws of 
average, some would be on the north, 
some on the south, east and west sides 
of the buildings, and the temperature 
would be governed by the sun and 
shade, A variation of from 5° to 20° 
would be found between the pipes on 
the north and south sides of the 
houses; also a large variation of tem- 
perature will be found between the 
enclosed and exposed pipes. And in 
ail cases there would be variation of 
temperature enough both night and 
day to cause a strong circulation down 
}through the cooler pipes along through 
the sewer and up through the warmer 
pipes. 

So the only thing necessary to do to 
mcke our sewer system a success is to 
enforce vents on all$counections, allow 
no traps between vents and sewer, and 
substitute close-fitting manhole tops 
for those now in usé. ; 

The manholes, as built at present by 
the city of Los Angeles, seem to be es- 
pecially constructed so as to allow as 
much sewer-gas as possible to escape. 
in the street, and as much mud and 
sand as possible to enter the sewer 
during the rains, which settles in the 
sewer, generating sewer-gas much 
quicker than clean sewers will. 

Some contend thatthe open manhole 
tops are the best to ventilate a sewer. 
but they do not take into consideration 
that the most of the gases are forced 
out into the street, where the people 
have toinhale them, nor do they take 
into consideration that the most dan- 
gerous sewer gasses are odorless.

The good results achieved by the Re- 
publican party during its rule of 
thirty, are endangered.

and provide for the election of Presi- 
dential electors in its gerrymandered 
districts, and thus give the Democratic 
Presidential candidate the important 
lowa vote in the electoral college in 
1892. Are the Republicans of lowu 
ready for a copsummation like this? 

The speaker said the prohibition 
question will still be a local issue, and 
that the Republican party of fowa 
still figntin favor of it.

The party that happened to be 
in possession of the chief magistracy 
when this stupendous change in our 
aystem occurs, could perpetuate itself 
forever. 

The speaker referred to the prosper- 
ous condition of the farmers of lowa 
at the present time, then turned to the 
tinancial policy of the party. He said 
the Republican party places no limit 
upon its circulating medium, except 
its value as a purchasing power, de- 
manding all the currency that can be 
employed in the business exchange of 
vur people. The Republican party nev-

Favoring such system of local option 
under high license as wiil afford protection 
and prohibition to those communities which 
desire the same, and also wholesome re- 
striction and regulation to those which. 
under the prohibitory system are, and of 
necessity ever will be, cursed by free 
liquor, ; 

Hirsch] made a vigorous speech iu 
‘favor of his substitute. If the Demo- 
crats, he said, advanced a resolution of 
this kind it was only to be smothered 
on the first occasion, whereas a resolu- 
tion of this kind coming from the Re- 
publican party is an effort to introduce 
true temperance in every part of the 
State.

NEW COPYHIGHT LAW. 


A’ Proclamation Carrying It Into 
Operation. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The Presi- 
dent today issued a proclamation pro- 
viding for.granting copyrights in the 
United States to citizens or subjects of 
Belgium, France, Great Britain and 
Switzerland. ...._—_., 

The prociamation says: 

WHEREAS, satisfactory official assurances 
have been given that in Belgium, France, 
Great Britain and the British possessions 
and Switzerland the law permits to citizens 
of the United States the benefits of copy- 
rigzht on substantially the same basis as to 
citizens of these couutries, therefore, I de- 
clare and prociaxim that the first of the con- 
. ditions specified in sec. 13 of the act is ful- 
filled in respect to citizens or subjects of 
said countries, 

The prociamation is accompanied by 
an exhaustive report prepared by Third 
Assisiant Secretary of State Movore 
interpreting the law and explairing 
that its operations are limited to the 
four countries named in the proclama- 
tion, and that nations party to the 
Berne agreemeut are excluded from 
the proclamation. There also accom- 
panies the proclamation a large mass 
of correspondence between the State 
Department and United States minis- 
ters in foreign countries. 
concerning the matter. The first 
country to apply in behalf of its citi- 
zenstor the benefits of the act was 
France. Great Britain was the third 
to apply, and there was considerable 
correspondence, the last being a tele- 
gram from our minister in London 
under date of June -20, transmitting 
Lord Saiisbury’s assurances. Satis- 
factory a-surances are also given by 
the Swiss and Belgium ministers as to 
compliance with the first condition of 
sec. 13.

VARIOUS CAUSES OF DEATH 


Notes and Comment on Local 
Topics—Water Development— 
The Bohemian Girl—Per- 
sonals and Brevities. 


In accordance with instructions from 
the City Council, Health Officer H. H. 


Sherk has prepared an annual report 


of vital statistics for the year ending 


April 30, 1891, embracing the city of 


Pasadena and the immediate surround- 
ing districts, embraced within his juris- 

. fiction. The subject is one of special 
interest; as it serves to illustrate the 
advantages of our highly respected 
climate, 


A complete synopsis-of the report is 


furnished below, some hours in ad- 


vance of our somewhat slow-moving 


but*highly esteemed and 
temporaries. - 

Following is the total number and 
causes of death during the year: Chol-

eurs, 22 between 40 and 50 years, 13

One hundred and twenty-four were 
Caucasians, 3 were negroes, and 1 was 
a Mongolian... Twenty-three were na- 
tivesotthe Pacific Statea, 83 of the 
Atlantic States, 18 were foreign-born, 
and the nativity of 4 was not-ascer- 
tained. Seventy-three were interred 
in Mountain View Cemetery, and the 
remaining 56 were removed elsewhere 
for interment.

“Seventeen of the deaths occurred in 
children under 1 year of age. Five 
of these were premature and astill- 
births. Only 3 of the 17 were the re-

ans.’”’ 

“Fifty-five deaths, or néarly one- 
half: of the total, were caused by 
phthisis tuberculosis (consumption.) 
Of these 55 only 1 was a native of Cali- 
fornia; 14, or over one-fourth of the 
whole number, died within three 
mouths of their arrival in Los Angeles 
county, and 5 more within the first six 
months, showing that 19 of the 55 were 


in the advanced stages of tuberculosis: 


prior to thejr coming to Southern Cal-

GOULD’S READY | MONEY. 


‘He Can Create a Panic Any Time by 
Withdrawing 312,000,000. 
How much is Jay Gould worth? 

Hiscontemporaries, associates and crit- 
ics put him down at about $150,000,000. I 
suppose it is not much exaggerated. We 
y knoW;"who are brokers and in the bank- 
ing business here, the influence of his 
ready money He has got the best mon- 
ey in the country; it is all liquid money. 

What do you mean by liquid money? 

Money which flows like a liquid—tike 
quicksilver, according to the inclina- 
tion, upor down. The Astors, for ex- 
ample, do not have liquid money; their 
money is in real estate, upon which they 
could not realize in tight times aS well 
as in easy times. But Gould's money is 
here in time of panic as readily as in 
flush times. 

Almost any time he can withdraw 
from the market $12,000,000, or can keep 
it loaned. Now, the bank surplus is 
only $10,000,000. So you see the pro- 
digions power that money has.in the 
mere ebb and flow of it. When Mr. 
Gould withdraws it, as he is said to do, 
though I have no knowledge on the sub- 
ject, the times are terribly tight here. 
Up goes the rate of interest. Men with 
obligations are ready to pay almost any- 
thing. This money comes to him in the 
nature of his property. 

His property is always earning money 
in cash. If he resolves to purchase some 
costly piece of property, like the Union 
Pacific railroad, he may put his money 
out to let interest accumulate upon it. 
He is not, however, a money lender in 
the sense of Russell Sage, who lends 
money to earn money. Mr. Gould lends 
money with an object in view, in the 
nature of a large merchant. Yet he is 
without the conditions of such a man—a 
polite person. 

A friend of mine not long ago bor- 
rowed $1,000,000 from bim in the midst 
of the panic. This man did not conceal 
his temporary necessity, but said to Mr. 
Gould, or rather wrote to him, that 
‘whatever interest he was minded to ask 
would be satisfactory. He says that 
Gould said to kim, “Go along until you 
get through, and we will see about the 
rate then.” When they came to settle 
all that Gould asked him was ordinary 
interest—6 per cent. Such things he 
does quietly without further remark, 
and hence many persons who are not 
very intimate with him, but have had 
exchanges of that kind to take place, 
think of him with as much respect as 
they speak of him. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
he has not lived this life and encountered 
long hostility and abuse to become a 
mere philanthropist. He is a gigantic 
merchant in transportation.—‘‘Gath” in 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
